The completion of another successful year (and I use the 
word 'successful' guardedly) is due mainly to the work and dedication 
that students have seen fit to put into the organization. Without 
active student participation much of the goals and ideals of SLS could 
not have developed and consequently, our work in the poorer communities 
in Edmonton would have been less effective. 


We have tried over the past year to involve more students in 
the organization. Of course, much of the attractiveness of SLS has always 
been the case work and in its proper sphere as a service to those people 
who cannot afford a lawyer, the case work is very important. We comp- 
leted over 891 cases in the past year and particularly in the criminal 
and small claims fields, we have achieved a measure of competence and 
respect in the Courts. Much of this is primarily due to the services 
of Mr. James Robb, who has been conducting an extensive criminal trial 
training program since last summer. 


Also, we have continued in the field of community legal educa- 
tion and have conducted a fair number of school visits. This aspect of 
teaching the law or preventative law is important, especially when one 
realizes the almost total absence of any lay materials relating to the 
law that are available to the public. We have to this end completed a 
Layman's Lawbook which contains, in layman's language, an explanation 
of fourteen common areas of law. 


We have just recently embarked on, with the retention of Mr. 
Andy Sims, programs in the field of housing, corrections, and welfare 
law. It is hoped that these programs will develop into extensive areas 
of study and that some solutions will be forthcoming to the many prob- 
lems in these areas. 


It should be further added that the Legal Aid Society and the 
Benchers of the Law Society of Alberta approved of a report, done sub- 
stantially by Mr. John Faulkner of SLS, recommending various changes in 
the present Legal Aid plan. These changes, if implemented, will have wide 
ramifications to the delivery of legal services in Alberta, and one which 
will provide legal representation and advice to people heretofore denied 
it because of monetary and geographic considerations.

The organization has 
grown, not only by the number of people and in office space, but in 
community commitments and goals. 


Suffice it to say that students are needed and in fact their 
contribution in terms of imagination and energy enable SLS to provide
